In point of fact, one of the constituents Now 


which existed in the wood has been so com- 
pletely removed that it affords a separate oper- 
ation in the proc ss of treating the alkaline 
liquor; a process which is, we understand, the 
achievement by which this system claims to 
inaugurate a new era for wood-pulp. 

When taken from the boiler, the liquor with 
which the fibre has been treated is of a dark 
color, and somewhat resembles *‘ double brown 
stout.” In this state it is pumped into a vat, 
where it is subjected to the influence of car- 
bonic acid gas, which has the effect of coagula- 
ting, or, to some extent, solidifying the resin 
ous particles; so that it changes in appearance 
from brown stout to muddy coffee. In this 
state it is transferred to a copper, where it is 
heated exactly to boiling point, the result of 
this being a complete coagulation of the resin, 
which is at once precipitated, or, in plain Eng- 
lish, falls to the bottom in large masses, not 
unlike great flakes of peat. For this resin, 
doubtless, some commercial or manufacturing 
use will soon be found; and at any rate it can- 
not fail to be a source of profit. 

The liquor is now of a clear brown color, 
about the tint of moderately strong tea, and 
is destined n t to be thrown away as waste, but 
to be used again after the balance of the al- 
kali absorbed by the fibre has been rest»red to 
it. This is effected by the use of sulphate of 
soda so treated with coal as to produce a com- 
bined substance capable of restoring the nec- 
essary constituents. The material used for this 
purpose costs less than £5 per ton, and about 
ten per cent. of it will restore the lost alkali, 
for which it is substituted weight for weight— 
a trifling cost when compared with that of 
making up the deficiency with either caustic or 
carbonate of soda at anything like the present 
prices. By this process the liqu-r is made fit 
for re-introduction to the boiler, and on being 
removed is treated as before. so that it may be 
said to be constantly renewable

The aniline colors are not su/stantive, that is, 
body colors, but adjective, i. ¢., 
fibre. It is only possible, however, in the col- 
oring of the paper pulp, to apply substantive 
colors either as precipitates by inorganic com- 
pounds, as ferrocyanide of iron ( Prussian blue). 
chromate of oxide of lead (chrome-yellow), and 
others, or pulverized colors, as ochre, Cologne 
earth, green earth, Bremen green, and all the 
so-called surface-colors. 

The coloring of the paper-stock with the beau- 
tiful aniline colors is only attainable by making 
the preparations which resemble liquid dyes, 
and which exert no surface action, and there- 
fore cannot give the stock (rag, wood, and 
straw-pulp, etc.) a surface-color, substantive 
before their application, which is effected by 
mixing a certain amount of the color with a 
given quantity of China-clay. Our researches 
and applications were performed on the aniline 
colors of Messrs. Meixner in Frankfort-on-the- 
Main. Of their assortment we have applied : 
Fuchsine, red, the same yellow; blue, dark, 
and prime light, Havannah light and dark, Co- 
ralline iodine, violet, bluish, and reddish, red- 
brown, and sulphur-yellow—all of which were 
soluble in water. 

In the first place, we especially recommend 
only the aniline colors soluble in water, since 
the solution in absolute alcohol is not only cost- 
ly, but does not serve under all circumstances. 
No further trouble is then required than to 
acidify every ounce of aniline color with an 
ounce of hydrochloric acid (free from iron), b :
